CHIEF JUSTICE TIPTON 
GIVES THE OPINION 


Stock Involved Declared to 
Be Part of Ehrhardt D. 
Franz’s Assets, Not His 


Widow’ s.

JEFFERSON CITY, March 15.— 
The Missouri Supreme Court held 
today that the State is not entitled 
to an additional inheritance tax of 
$300,000 on the estate of Mrs. 
Sophie Franz, widow of Ehrhardt 
D. Franz, St. Louis grocer, who 
made millions in Burroughs Adding 
Machine stock. 

Basis of the litigation was 
whether 188,333 shares of Bur- 
roughs stock, valued at $8,900,000 
when Mrs, Franz died nine years 
ago, was her property, or belonged 
to the estate of her husband, who 


died in 1898. The tax claimed was 
on two-thirds of the stock, one- 


third having been conveyed to some 
of the 10 heirs of Mrs. Franz be- 


fore her death. The present value 
of the stock is $3,201,661. 

Chief Justice Ernest M. Tipton, 
who wrote the Supreme Court 
opinion, sustained a decision of for- 
mer Circuit Judge James M. Doug- 
Jas, who. held in 1937 that the State 
was not entitled to the tax: ‘The 
opinion, in which the other Judges 
of Division No. 2 concurred, com- 
mented that various phases of the 
Franz litigation had been in the 
United States Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals 12 times and twice in the 
United States Supreme Court. 

Judge Douglas, now a member of 
the Missouri Supreme Court, had 
affirmed a previous decision by Pro- 
bate Judge Glendy B. Arnold of St. 
Louis, from whose ruling the State 
appealed. The decision upheld an 
appraisal of Mrs. Franz estate at 
$1,700,000, with a tax of $50,821, 
which did not include the 188,333 
shares of Burroughs stock. 

The State, in seeking to collect 
the additional tax, contended that 
seven of the 10 heirs had, in 1922, 
transferred to Mrs. Franz their in- 
terest in the Ehrhardt D. Franz es- 
tate, which action had the effect of 
conferring title in her name. The 
opinion today held, as had the low- 
er court, that the heirs did not con- 
vey their interest, either by gift or 
for consideration. Franz bequeathed 
his wife a life interest in his es- 
tate, with the remainder to the 10 
heirs at her death.

MEXICAN FRAUD PROMOTER 
GETS 5 YEARS IN PRISON 


U. S. Judge Collet Imposes Maximum on 
Nathaniel H. Wheeler After Hearing 
Report on His Record.

Nathaniel H. Wheeler, found 
guilty of mail fraud last week in 
connection with the sale of invest- 
ments in non-existent Mexican min- 
eral concessions, was sentenced to 
five years in Federal penitentiary 
today by United States District 
Judge John Caskie Collet. 

Judge Collet sentenced Wheeler 
after hearing a report by Assistant 
United States Attorney Henry G. 
Morris that the promoter had been 


investigated periodically by Post- 
office inspectors since 1918, and 
had been convicted twice in that 
time, once for mail fraud and once 
on a swindling charge. 

Morris said that Wheeler had 
specialized, during all this period, 
in defrauding women, particularly 


widows who had received insurance 
held by their husbands. 

Wheeler's attorney pleaded, in 
mitigation of sentence, that his cli- 
ent had acted in good faith in the 
Mexican deals, and that he could 
have produced a witness to testify 
to this contention had the witness 
not been antagonized by the Gov- 
ernment investigation of the trans- 
actions. 

The sentence was five years, the 
maximum, on each of the three 
counts in the indictment, the terms 
to run concurrently. 

Testimony at the trial was that 
Wheeler's impressive description of 
Mexican concessions had induced 
Missouri and Illinois residents to 
entrust about $6000 to him in the 
hope of large returns. No evidence 
a presented in his behalf, He 
is 55 years old. 


HITLER WILL BAG 
CZECHO-SLOVAKIA’S 
GOLD RESERVES 


Central Bank Has $83,000,- 
000 Excluding $11,000,000 
Held to Cover Liabilities.

NEW YORK, March 15.—Czecho- 
Slovakia’s gold reserve is a prize 
which falls to Reichsfuehrer Hit- 
ler in the breaking up of the little 
republic, financial circles here point 
out, 

The Czecho-Slovak Central Bank 
has $83,000,000 of gold, excluding 
about $11,000,000 of gold held in a 
special fund against gold liabilities. 
Beyond this gold, the national bank 
has around $35,000,000 of balances 
abroad and foreign currencies. 

Of the $115,000,000 to $120,000,000 
of gold and foreign exchange at 
the disposal of Czecho-Slovakia, 
some part undoubtedly represents 
the proceeds of the French and 
British loans and gifts totaling 
$75,200,000 to the dismembered na- 
tion,

Communist Radio Station Says Hit- 
ler is Stirring Anti-German 
Feeling in Poland. 


MOSCOW, March 15 (AP).—The 
Communist International Radio 
Station in commenting last night on 
the Czecho-Slovak crisis described 
the whole affair as “another typi- 
cal Fascist swindle.” 


A statement was read saying that 
Adolf Hitler again has stirred up 
trouble in order to be able to grati- 
fy his desire “to restore order.”

Crew of Craft on Semi-Secret Long-

WASHINGTON, March 15.— 
Stewart McDonald, head of the 
Federal Housing Administration, 
appeared today before the House 
Banking and Currency Committee 
to defend FHA methods of financ- 


ing large rental projects and_ to 
urge extension and expansion of 
FHA powers. 

McDonald, formerly of St. Louis, 
is under fire from various quar- 
ters. Yesterday -ohn B, Fahey, 
chairman of the Home Owners’ 
Loan Corporation appeared before 
the House Committee to protest 
against extension of the FHA pow- 
er to insure mortgages on old con- 
struction. The FHA, according to 
Fahey, contributes to maintaining 
high rental levels. 

Questioning Tomorrow. 

At least two committee members, 
Ford (Dem.), California, and Gif- 
ford (Rep.), Massachusetts, waited 
for an opportunity to question Mc- 
Donald about the Manhassett and 
imcas-Hunt projects in. St... Louis 
County that have become the sub- 
ject of bitter controversy. But Mc- 
Donald talked at such length in 
general terms about the proposed 
amendments to the FHA Act that 
there was no opportunity. He prom- 
ised, as the committee adjourned, 
to reappear tomorrow to submit to 
questioning. 

Williams (Dem.), Missouri, ex- 
pressed firm opposition to the brok- 
erage fees now allowed on FHA 
loans, 

“It strikes me that this is a rath- 
er unsavory practice at the expense 
of the Government,” Williams said, 
referring to the practice of “kit- 
ing” insured loans by different 
lending institutions. “We not only 
insure these loans but we actually 
subsidize these people to go out and 
get them.” 

On Brokerage Fees. 

Williams said he thought the law 
should be amended to forbid insur- 
ing loans in which brokerage fees 
have been allowed. McDonald said 
he believed it would be very diffi- 
cult to do this and added that, un- 
der the FHA, the practice of brok- 
erage fees was gradually being 
abandoned. 

From Republican members came 
criticism of the administration ef- 
fort to make the FHA a permanent 
institution. 

“Do you want to commit yourself 
to the idea that the Government is 
going into the real estate business 
for keeps?” Luce (Rep.), Massachu- 
setts, demanded. 

“All I’m doing is to administer 
the act as best I can,” McDonald 
said. “As for me, I'd like to get 
out if you'll let me, please.” 

Later, however, he defended the 
extension of FHA powers as essen-

PRAGUE, March 15 (AP).—Gen. 
Johannes Blaskowitz, commander 
of Group Three of the German 


Army, proclaimed to the people of 
Bohemia today that he had taken the 


orders from Chancellor Hitler. 

He appointed the Sudeten Nazi 
leader, Konrad Henlein, as chief of 
the civil administration of Bohemia. 

Henlein, instrumental in bringing 
about the German annexation of 
Sudetenland last October, asked the 
whole Bohemian administrative 
machinery—police, postal, railway 
and state affairs—to continue its 
work. 

“Pfuis” Mixed With Cheers. 

German troops were hissed and 
cheered as they moved into posi- 
tions of control in the once proud 
capital of free Czecho-Slovakia to- 
day. 

Cheers of German welcomers were 
interspersed with the hissing of 
Czech patriots and cries of “Pfui! 
Pfui! Go back home!” Some patri- 
ots sang the Czech national anthem. 
Two persons were reported struck 
by German military automobiles. 
There were no serious disorders, 
however. 

The entry of Adolf Hitler’s Dbat- 
talions marked the end of Czech 
sovereignty in the shattered repub- 
lic which dissolved yesterday after 
the Hitler-inspired secession of Slo- 
vakia. 

The easternmost division of what 
was Czecho-Slovakia—Carpatho-Uk- 
raine—was being occupied by Hun- 
garian troops. German occupation 
of the Czech western part, Bohemia 
and Moravia, was agreed on in Ber- 
lin last night when Emil Hacha, 
Czech President, placed the area 
under Hitler’s protection, 

Huge Crowds in Streets. 

Huge crowds were massed along 
the central streets of Prague as the 
troops, in four groups, moved in. 

At times the “Pfuis”—continental 
version of the Brunx cheer—were 
so loud that they could be heard 
blocks away. The crowds grew 
more demonstrative as the troops 
increased in number. 

At one point along the route the 
strains of the Czech anthem rose 
above the noisy exhaust of the 
mechanized equipment bearing the 
Germans into Prague.

Two Guiding Principles. 


Summing up these plans, a Gov- 
ernment spokesman said: 

“We shall be guided by two prin- 
ciples in liquidating the former 
Czech state—from the viewpoint of 
state policy Bohemia and Moravia 
are now a part of Greater Ger- 
many; from the viewpoint of racial 
or folk policy the greatest possible 
cultural autonomy is to be accorded 
the people who have now placed 
themselves under our protection.” 
The spokesman further predicted 
that “from the viewpoint of their 
economic welfare and social secur- 
ity, Bohemians and Moravians face 
a much better future in our own 
larger state than their small state 
could accord them.” 

Regarding Jews, the spokesman 
was direct and unequivocal: 

“The same vrinciples that obtain 
with reference to Jews in greater 
Germany will, of course, be invoked 
in our protectorate also. We don’t 
believe, however, that the problem 
is formidable. There has been a 
Mass exodus of Jews ever since the 
Munich accord.” 


Status of Slovakia, 


For the present, Germany regards 
Slovakia as an independent state. 
Its structure differs, however, from 
that of the Grand Duchy of Lux- 
embourg or the Principality of 
Liechtenstein—other small _  inde- 
pendent neighbors of the Reich— 
in that large numbers of Germans 
are mixed among the Slovaks: 
Bratislava, for instance, is 41 per 
cent German. 

It is therefore obvious that Slo- 
vakia must toe the mark no less 
than Bohemia and Moravia, even 
though its outward existence may 
be more “independent.” 

The Government spokesman left 
no doubt that Slovakia forms a 
part of Germany’s economic area 
in Central Europe.

LONDON, March 15 (AP). — 
Prime Minister Chamberlain told a 
tense House of Commons today 
that “I bitterly regret” Germany's 
occupation of Bohemia and Mo- 
ravia, but added, “do not let us be 
deflected from our course” of try- 
ing to reach peace by agreement. 


He spoke a few minutes after 
Foreign Secretary Viscount Halifax 
told the House of Lords that Ger- 
many’s march into the Czech areas 
was “bound to administer a shock 
to confidence all the more regret- 
table since confidence was begin- 
ning to revive.” 


Like Halifax, Chamberlain re- 
fused to “make charges of breach 
of faith,” but he implied criticism 
of Adolf Hitler’s action when he 
solemnly declared: 


“Hitherto Germany has only in- 
corporated in the Reich people of 
German race, but now they are tak- 
ing military occupation of places 
where there are people with whom 
they have no racial relation.” 


He told the attentive peers that 
Germany’s action made “inappro- 
priate” at present a projected visit 
of Oliver Stanley, Board of Trade 
president, and R. 9. Hudson, over- 
seas secretary, to Berlin on a peace 
through trade drive. The visit, he 
said, was postponed. 


Chamberlain and Eden. 


Emphasizing that the British 
Government would continue to try 
to substitute discussion for force ag 
&@ means of settling international 
differences, Chamberlain concluded 
his address with this statement: 


“Though we may have to suffer 
checks and disappointments from 
time to time, the object we have 
in mind is of too great significance 
—the happiness of mankind, for us 
lightly to give it up or to set it on 
one side.” 


Anthony Eden, who quit the Cab- 
inet Feb. 20 last year in protest 
against Chamberlain's efforts to 
deal with dictators, declared: 


“I am convinced that if these 
present methods in Europe are al- 
lowed to continue unchecked, we 
are heading straight for anarchy 
and for universal tragedy which is 
going to involve us all.” 


In the House of Lords Halifax 
said: 

“Even though what has now 
taken place has occurred with the 
acquiesence of the Czech Govern- 
ment, I cannot but regard it as 
inconsistent with the spirit of the 
Munich agreement, 

“The German Government has 
now without—so far as I know— 
any communication with the other 
three signatories of the Munich 
agreement, sent their troops beyond 
the frontier which was there laid 
down.” 

Britain, France and Italy were 
the other signers of the Munich ac- 
cord.

MOSCOW, March 15 (AP).—War 
§ Commissar Klementi E. Voroshilov 
told the Eighteenth Communist 
Party Congress in a speech pub- 
fished today that a vastly aug- 
mented Red army and Red air 
force was ready swiftly to punish 
any aggression against Soviet Rus- 
gian territory. 

Apparently no worry was felt in 
Communist circles, however, over 
the dismemberment of the one-time 
Soviet ally, Czecho-Slovakia—which 
was called a “continuation of 
Munich” and a matter in which the 
Soviet Union was not directly inter- 
ested. 

The changed military situation 
in Eastern Europe because of 
Chancellor Hitler's new advance 
was discounted here and it was 
recalled that Joseph Stalin last 
Friday said efforts being made by 
Soviet enemies to lure Hitler into 
a war against Russia were “with- 
out any visible basis.” 

From the Soviet viewpoint the 
Czechs themselves ttre largely to 
blame for the collapse of their re- 
public yesterday. It was general- 
ly felt here that Czech leaders 
showed too much eagerness to sat- 
isfy Hitler and failed to make a 
serious effort to defend what inde- 
pendence remained after the Sept.

Fast Bombing Planes Ready. 

Voroshilov disclosed that fast 
bombing planes capable of climb- 
ing nearly 50,000 feet were ready 
to swoop down on even a distant 
enemy and could carry three times 
the weight of bombs possible five 
years ago.

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GERMANY NOTIFIES 
FRANCE OF ITS MOVES 


Paris Government to Keep 
Hands Off. 


PARIS, March 15 (AP). — Ger- 
many notified France today of the 
Nazi occupation of Bohemia and 
Moravia and by implication advised 
the Paris Government to keep its 


hands off. 
A note from Berlin was delivered 
at the Foreign Ministry informing 
the French Government of Ger- 
many’s action and declaring that 
the occupation was being carried 
out “in full accord with the Govern- 
ment of Prague.” 
In quarters close to the French 
Government this was interpreted to 
mean that Germany and the 
Czecho-Slovak Government had set- 
tled accounts between themselves 
and looked for no French interven- 
tion. 

Note Sent Spontaneously. 

Foreign Ministry sources said 
that the German note was sent 
spontaneously by the Hitler Govern- 
ment. 

The Foreign Ministry had _ in- 
structed Ambassador Robert Cou- 
londre jast night to call at the Ber- 
lin Foreign Office and ask about 
Germany's intentions toward the 
former Czecho-Slovak republic. 

Such inquiries actually were made 
by Great Britain and Poland, For- 
eign Ministry sources said, but 
events outspeeded the French in- 
quiry, and it was believed here that 
Coulondre did not bother about car- 
rying out the mission. 

French officials made it plain 
even before the German note came 
that France was keeping clear of 
the Czech crisis. 

Although they followed develop- 
ments closely, they said that 
France was taking “no position” to- 
ward the dismemberment of her 
one-time ally. 

Bonnet Confers With Petain. 

Foreign Minister Georges Bonnet 
took time out from his study of the 
central European situation to con- 
fer with Marshal Henri Petain, who 
leaves tonight for Nationalist Spain 
as the first French Ambassador to 
Burgos. 

French deputies and senators 
alike called on the Daladier Gov- 
ernment today to explain whether 
it would move to counteract the 
growth of German power resulting 
from the dismemberment of Czecho-

statement as to what he would say.

German troops crossed into the 
Czech zone. They marched into the 
fortress town of Theresienstadt 
from Leitmeritz and headed for 
Melnik from Liboch as early as 4 
a.m. (9 p. m. yesterday, St. Louis 
time). 


An unbroken stream of men and 
military machinery, from heavy 
guns drawn by four horses to sleek 
limousines carrying high army and 
Nazi SS Guard officers, poured 
across the Leitmeritz Bridge into 
old Czecho-Slovakia all day long 
today. 

It was generally expected that 
the movement of the troops would 
continue another full day. 

Encamped outside Leitmeritz 
were motorized searchlight bat- 
talions of the German air force. 
The men had a hasty lunch of 
pea soup and sausage while await- 
ing an order to move up. 

Traffic moved on the right—a 
part of the new Nazi order in Bo- 
hemia,. where until today traffic 
was on the left, contrary to the 
German practice. 

Civilian vehicular traffic was for- 
bidden without special permits, 


Radios Blare Forth News. 


In towns en route radios could be 
heard blaring the latest bulletins 
from Prague in Czech as well as 
German. 

Theresienstadt was completely oc- 
cupied shortly after 6 a. m. The 
fortress was handed over with mili- 
tary formalities. The German com- 
mander permitted the Czech com- 
mander and his officers to retain 
their weapons. Later police occu- 
pied the fortress. 

German troops yesterday had en- 
tered Slovakia, which declared it- 
self independent of Prague and put 
itself under German guidance. 
Hungarian troops were taking over 
Carpatho-Ukraine, the third district 
of what had been Czecho-Slovakia. 

Propaganda Minister Goebbels or- 
dered all Germans to hoist flags in 
recognition of the Nazi troop ad- 
vance. 

Czech soldiers and officers re- 
mained in barracks or at assigned 
posts. DNB said the Czech mili- 
tary would not be withdrawn from 
occupied territories for the pres- 
ent. 

The occupation was accompanied 
by strict military orders forbidding 
travel, either in or out of the terri- 
tory, thus trapping any who might 
fear Nazi rule—Jews or refugees 
from the Reich. 

In his proclamation to the Ger- 
man people, Hitler declared that 
Czecho-Slovakia as a republic had 
been wiped off the map, that he 
had decided to “bring the Czech na- 
tion under the protection of the 
German Reich” and that troops 
were occupying “territory which be- 
longed to the German Reich for 
over 1000 years.” 

He said his action was to “re- 
move the threat to freedom” caused 
by “chaotic excesses,” particularly 
against Germans living there. 


Three Tasks for Army. 


There was no indication how long 
German troops would remain in the 
Czech territory. Hitler, however, 
outlined three tasks for them in 
his proclamation: 

1. Disarm “terroristic bands” and 
Czech forces protecting them. 2. 
Protect the lives of those persons 
threatened. 3. Guarantee funda- 
menta] regulation of affairs in 
keeping with “political necessities” 
of the German and Czech people. 

In an order to the army, Hitler 
said that while soldiers were to 
“break” any resistance, at the same 
time they were not to consider the 
Czech inhabitants as “enemies.” 

German sources pointed out that 
the Prague Defense Ministry had 
ordered Czech military and police 
to permit the occupation unham- 
pered, in fact, to co-operate wher- 
ever possible. 

The dramatic developments from 
1:10 a. m., when Dr. Hacha dis- 
appeared behind the massive doors 
to the new Reich’s chancellery, un- 
til dawn went ahead with the Ger- 
man people but vaguely aware of 
what was happening.

It Passes Amendment Mak- 
ing Projects Subject to 
Taxation—Low Rentals 
Unlikely.

JEFFERSON CITY, March 15.— 
The legislative program to permit 
mass housing projects in St. Louis 
under a plan by which the Federal 
Government would lend 90 per cent 


uncertain condition today after the 
Senate passed late yesterday two 
of the housing bills and defeated 
one, and a fourth was abandoned. 


While the principal bill of the 
four, authorizing the creation of 
a Housing Authority, was passed, 
it was amended to make housing 
projects subject to taxation, thus 
placing them on virtually the same 
footing as privately owned apart- 
ments. Under those conditions low 
rentals, making them available to 
families in the low income group, 
for which they would be intended, 
probably would not be possible. 

In the adoption of this amend- 
ment, the opposition of the St. 
Louis Real Estate Exchange to the 
housing program was successful, 
Because of the amendments, it 
will be necessary for the bills to 
be returned to the House of Rep- 
resentatives for concurrence, a fact 
which raises a question of the 
legality of the bills if they are 
finally passed. 


Constitutional Limit on Bills. 


Under a provision of the Con- 

stitution no bill can be considered 
after 70 days of the session, a 
time which expired yesterday, ex- 
cept bills revising the statutes, ap- 
propriation bills and. bills recom- 
mended by the Governor in a mes- 
sage to the Legislature. The 
housing bills do not come within 
the classification of revision or 
appropriation bills, though one of 
them contains a declaration that 
it is a revision bill. A similar pro- 
vision was stricken from the other. 
The Governor could remove this 
doubt by recommending their pass- 
age, though if he does not send a 
message to the Legislature before 
the two houses clear their calendars 
of bills outside that classification, 
it probably would be necessary to 
introduce new measures and again 
go through the entire legislative 
process of passing a bill. 
In considering the principal bill 
yesterday the Senate defeated an 
amendment reported by the Com- 
mittee on Municipal Corporations, 
under which a petition of taxpayers 
to a number equal to 5 per cent of 
the voters of St. Louis would have 
been required before the Board of 
Aldermen could create a Housing 
Authority, and an election would 
have been required before the au- 
thority could function. 


50 Taxpayers’ Names Required. 


In the form passed, the authority 
could be created on a petition‘ of 
50 taxpayers and could proceed 
with the issuance of bonds and the 
carrying out of projects. 

Four projects, costing between 
$16,500,000 and $20,000,000, have been 
considered for the blighted district 
in St. Louis east of Grand boule- 
vard. The Housing Authority would 
issue bonds for 10 per cent of the 
cost and 90 per cent would be bor- 
rowed from the Federal Govern- 
ment. The debt would be paid sole- 
ly from the rental receipts and the

Senator Michael Kinney of St. 
Louis handled the bills on the floor 
and succeeded in defeating the de- 
structive amendment reported by 
the Municipal Corporations Com- 
mittee, but was unable to defeat 
other amendments limiting the ap- 
plication of the bilsl to St. Louis.

ON AMENDMENTS 
10 CONSTITUTION 


None Adopted, Missouri 
Legislature May Consider 
Only Revision and Cer. 
tain Other Bills. 

By a Staff Corsependont of the 


JEFFERSON CITY, March 15.— 
All proposed amendments to the 
State Constitution pending before 
the Legislature apparently have 
been defeated by the expiration yes- 
terday of the 70-day period after 
which the Constitution prohibits 
the consideration of any measure 
except bills revising the statutes, 
appropriation bills and bills recom- 
mended by the Governor. 
Included in the pending 24 pro- 
posed amendments are the Spear- 
man resolution to abolish the newly 
created Conservation Commission, 
two proposals to bring about secret 
elections by elimination of numbers 
from ballots, a resolution, intro- 
duced by Mrs. Gladys Stewart of 
Douglas County to make women 
eligible for jury service, the Mis- 
souri Bar Association’s plan for 
the appointment of Appellate 
Judges, the Judicial Council's plan 
to abolish the Courts of Appeals 
and increase the number of Su- 
preme Court Judges from seven to 


16, and Representative Howard El- 
liott’s proposal to authorize a char- 
ter form of government for St. 
Louis County. 


Action Limited to Bills. 


The constitutional amendment, 
adopted in 1932, which had for its 
purpose the shortening of the 
decennial revision sessions of the 
Legislature, contains nq provision 
by which resolutions for the sub- 
mission. of amendments to the Con- 
stitution may be considered after 
the expiration of 70 days of the ses- 
sion. It specifically limits the mat- 
ters which may be legally consid- 
ered to bills, and limits those bills 
to revision and appropriation bills 
and bills recommended by the Gov- 
ernor. 

The Legislature within the next 
few days will decide which bills 
come within the classifications the 
Constitution permits to be consid- 
ered, It has adopted a rather broad 
rule classing as revision bills all 
measures which amend existing 
statutes or which extend or limit 
their scope. 

A joint committee of five mem- 
bers of each house will be ap- 
pointed today to make up the list 
of the bills to be considered and the 
bills which are to be “indefinitely 
postponed,” or, in fact, killed. 

Due to the fact that some legal 
authorities hold that the Legisla- 
ture may make a bill a revision 
bill by a mere declaration to that 
effect, regardless of whether it 
actually is a revision bill, is ex- 
pected to cause much confusion. 
It is possible the Legislature may 
be deadlocked for an indefinite 
period over the adoption of the re- 
port of the committee. 

Long Debate a Possibility. 

It is likely that many members 
who have bills which are eliminat- 
ed by the committee will fight 
to have their bills retained for con 
sideration, and long debate over 
each of the bills eliminated is a 
possibility. 

Gov. Lloyd C. Stark has given no 
indication of his attitude toward 
any pending legislation which is 
neither in the revision nor ap- 
propriation classification, but it 
may be expected that he will be 
besieged by legislators who want 
to save their bills to send special 
messages to the Legislature. 

The general opinion, however, 
is that even if the Governor recom- 
mends a bill, that fact will not re- 
vive the particular bill, regardless 
of the progress it has made toward 
passage, but that a new bill must 
be introduced and start its slow 
legislative journey. 

Thus, it may be that the consti- 
tutional amendment designed to 
shorten the session of the Legisla- 
ture will, in fact, lengthen it weeks, 
if not months. 

While no definite information: on 
bills which will ‘be killed can be 
had until the report of the commit- 
tee is adopted, it appears probable 
that among those which are dead 
are the so-called fair trade bill, the 
civil service bill and the teachers’ 


pension bill.

Michael J. Scott and Thomas 
J. Rowe Jr. Make Statements 
on Their Records.

and Thomas J. Rowe Jr. in re 
sponse to an invitation by the 
Post-Dispatch to all the Judges 


lication in this newspaper last 
week of a series of articles analyz 
ing a report by Circuit Clerk H. 
Sam Priest on the work of the 
Judges assigned to civil jury 
rooms. 

Judges Rowe and Scott were the 
only ones who cared to avail them- 
selves of the invitation to com- 
ment. The analysis, dealing only 
with civil jury divisions for the last 
10 years, showed a large decline 
in the volume of cases disposed of 
and the number of days on which 
the Judges sat in jury trials. 

Judge Scott’s statement follows: 

“Upon examining the record of 
the Circuit Clerk's office for the 
year 1987 I find the following: 
The number of jury and /jury- 
waived cases disposed of in Divi- 
sion No. 17, where I was presiding, 
amounted to 96. In addition, during 
August of that year there were 
approximately 85 juvenile cases dis- 
posed of and 13 adoption cases. 
Presiding in Division No. 15 in 
August the same year, there were 
approximately 88 default divorce 
cases disposed of by me and in 
No. 16 for the same month I also 
tried 133 default cases. 

Says Comparison Is Difficult. 

“My record shows a total of 132 
‘days’ service in jury trials and 
‘in jury-waived cases, plus approxi- 
mately 26 days in the month of 
August serving in Divisions 15 and 
16 and the Juvenile Court. A con- 
tested divorce case was tried by 
me in August, 1937, in No. 16, 
which lasted two days. The record 
also indicates that in 1937 there 
were 31 jury weeks. Having tried 
96 jury and jury-waived cases in 
ithis period, the average per week 
'would be over three cases. 

“It is very difficult—practically 
impossible—to compare the work 
of the Judges on the number of 
cases tried, since some cases re- 
quire longer time than others. It 
would not be fair to say that the 
Judge who worked a week on a 
case requiring that length of time 
did not do as much work as the 
Judge who handled three cases in 
that week. 

“Since the public press has made 
‘a comparison of the cases tried, 
‘etc. I feel in justice to myself 
‘and the public that it is only

Representative Emmett F. Cook, 
a St. Joseph physician, informed 
the committee he introduced the 
bill at the request of Former State 
Senator James 8. Rollins, director 
of the Health Department's Di- 
vision of Education, who told lim 
that Dr. Harry F. Parker, State 
Health Commissioner, and the Mis- 
sourl Medical Association were be- 
hind the measure. 

The bill has been criticised as a 
discrimination against foreign refu- 
gee doctors who have come to this 
country to escape racial and po- 
litical persecutions. 

No Intent to Injure. 

Declaring that he had been “tak- 
en in” on the bill, Dr. Cook said he 
had “no thought of injuring any 
person because of their school or 
nationality.” He explained that 
Rollins took the bill to him Feb. 27 
with a request that he introduce 
it. He said that when he asked for 
time to study the bill, Rollins told 
him it should be offered immedi- 
ately, as the time for introducing 
bills would expire next day. The 
time for filing bills, however, was 
extended later by the House. 

Rollins told him, Dr. Cook con- 
tinued, that the bill was designed 
merely to increase the require- 
ments for a license to practice 
medicine in Missouri so the State 
could meet the requirements of 
other states in making reciprocal 
agreements whereby Missouri physi- 
cians could practice in those states 
and physicians from other states 
could practice in Missouri without 
examination. 

Letter From Rollins. 

Representative Max  Asotsky, 
chairman of the committee, made 
public a letter he had received 
from Rollins, written at the direc- 
tion of Dr. Parker, stating that the 
purposes of the bill had been mis- 
interpreted, and asking that ac- 
tion on it be postponed indefinitely. 
The letter follows: 

“As the intent of House Bill 462 
has been entirely misconstrued and 
seems to be causing the wrong in- 
terpretation to be put on it, I have 
asked Dr. Cook, and he has agreed, 
at the next meeting of your com- 
mittee to move its indefinite post- 
ponement.

by the House Committee on Labor, 

The avowed supporters of the 
bills, including some union rep- 
resentatives, displayed an attitude 
of indifference toward the meas- 
ures. 

More than 30 representatives of 
organized labor in Missouri ap- 
peared yesterday for the proposals, 
one of which was offered by Con- 
gress of Industrial Organizations 
affiliates and the other by the 
State Federation of Labor, the 
American Federation of Labor 
group. 

It was the second time the bills 
had been up for hearing since their 
introduction early in the session. 
The committee's delay in acting on 
the measures indicated they would 
fail, and no open opposition ap- 
peared. The chances of passage 
were hindered also by a more or 
less quiet controversy between the 
CIO and the A. F. of L. groups. 
While both bills closely followed the 
Federal law, the A. F. of L. pro- 
posal would have made it manda- 
tory for the State Labor Relations 
Board to permit craft unions to rep- 
resent workers in those industries 
in which “craft unionism is more 
appropriate.” 

The CIO unionists opposed this 
provision, which has been suggest- 
ed by national A. F. of L. leaders as 
an amendment to the present Fed- 
eral law. The CIO bill, a virtual 
duplicate of the Federal act, left 
this question to the discretion of the 
board. 

Clif Langsdale of Kansas City, at- 
torney for the State Federation of 
Labor, told the committee that the 
federation preferred its bill, but 
that if the committee approved 
the other measure his group would 
support that bill. Those speaking 
for the CIO proposal did not men- 
tion this controversy. 

In contrast to the action on the 
labor relations bill, the committee 
reported favorably a bill which 
was opposed bitterly at the hear- 
ing and which received no support 
other than that offered by the au- 
thor of the bill. This measure 
would repeal the State mechanic's 
lien law and require contractors to 
furnish bonds guaranteeing fulfill- 
ment of their contracts.

There Are More Important Tasks Than 
to Persuade, Convince and Cajole.

BERLIN, March 15.—A marked 
change has come over Dictator 
Adolf Hitler recently in his man- 
ner of public speaking. 

His last three public addresses 
found his racing along at a dizzy- 
ing speed, so that expert stenogra- 
phers had difficulty following him, 
One court reporter said that Hitler 
now speaks at the rate of 250 to 275 
words a minute. 

During his oratoricaf effort of 
two and one-half hours before the 
Reichstag on Jan. 30 he attempted 
none of his usual pauses which 
give his enthusiastic followers a 
chance to shout themselves hoarse. 

If they interrupted him, never- 
theless, he paused only long enough 
for the applause to subside. The 
pause seemed casual, not impres- 
sively interpolated to give emphasis 
to what he had said. 

Also, Hitler did not work his sen- 
tences up into climaxes achieved by 
raising his voice progressively. 

Less Inflection of Voice. 

When the 35,000-ton battleship 
Bismarck was launched on Feb. 14, 
Hitler spoke in an even, dispassion- 
ate tone, reading his manuscript 


~ 6 with less inflection of the voice and 


less effort at climaxes than this 
writer has ever heard from him. 
Again he spoke faster than has been 
his wont. 

Since 1933, when he seized power, 
Adolf Hitler has never failed to 
open the annual automobile show. 
The motorization of Germany is a 
pet project of his. For the first 
time since the Nazis came to power, 
the audience on Feb. 17 had.some 
difficulty following him. He spoke 
fast, and occasionally the voice 
seemed to fade away as the end of 
a sentence was reached.

His 
voice has always been rather 
throaty, but on the last three occa- 
sions it was as full and strong as 
ever. 
Hitler of 1934 and Today. 

The writer recalls an informal 
chat he had with Hitler in 1934. 

“How does it feel, Herr Reichs- 
kanzler,” the writer then asked, “to 
be tied down to a manuscript? Is 
it not irksome for you, a man who 
for 14 years spoke ex tempore to 
the nation?” 

“Not at all,” was the reply. “When 
I. now dictate my speeches, I vis- 
ualize my audience. In my mind's 
eye I foresee how it will react to 
this or that sentence, to this or that 
idea. 

“Then, when I face my audience, 
it works out just as I thought it 
would. So I don’t feel myself ham- 
pered nearly as much as one might 
expect.” 

That was in 1934. Nazi-ism was 
then still young and inexperienced. 
Hitler still considered it his chief 
task to woo the nation in behalf 
of his ideas. 

Today, Hitler’s power over life and 
death of all Germans is unques- 
tioned. Whoever hasn’t grasped 
National Socialism by this time— 
well, it is just too bad for him; but 
there are more important tasks in 
the offing for Hitler than to per- 
suade, convince, cajole. If he wants 
anything done, he gives orders, and 
that’s that. 

A Textbook for Nazis. 

The change in form of public de- 
livery seems to result from the 
transformation in standing at home 
and abroad which Hitler has un- 
dergone, 

His speeches are now chiefly 
state documents intended as records 
of his announced policies rather 
than appeals to the emotions of 
his immediate listeners and more 
distant radio-hooked-up audiences. 

In his subconsciousness—so it 
seems to the writer,—Hitler knows 
that every word will within a few 
hours appear in printed form in 
every newspaper in the country. 

The speech then serves as a text- 
book for the thousands of Nazi 
spellbinders who address countless 
meetings in every town and ham- 
let under the efficient system 
evolved by the Nazi party and all 
its affillated formations, 

The ‘“Schulungsbriefe” — educa- 
tional letters—of the Labor Front, 
the SA, Nazi Motor Corps, etc., he 
knows, will hammer away further 
at the purport and meaning of the 
speech, 

Hence, unwittingly perhaps, but 
quite apparently, the leader of all 
Germans has chosen to regard his 
speeches as enunciations of his will 
and of his intentions, and to leave 
it to hig trained lieutenants and 
underlings to follow him up with 
the propagandist application of his 
messages.

Negro Who Raised Issue of 
Negroes on Jury Loses in 
Supreme Court.

JEFFERSON CITY, March 15.—~ 
Anderson Logan, Negro, of Célum- 
bia, whose death sentence for mur- 
der was set aside by the Missouri 
Supreme Court in 1937 and who 
was granted a new trial because 
Negroes had been excluded from 
jury service, failed today to gain 
a reversal of his second conviction 
on the contention that he had no 
chance to have any Negroes on 
the jury for the second trial. 

Djvision No. 2 of the Supreme 
Court affirmed the second convic- 
tion, under which Logan received 
a life sentence, holding the dis- 
crimination against Negroes for 
jury service in Callaway County, 
which was shown at the first. trial, 
had been remedied in the second. 
There were six Negroes on the 
venire of 41 talesmen from which 
the second trial jury was drawn, 
but none of them was among the 
12 jurors finally selected. 

Logan was convicted of the mur- 
der of his wife, Angela Logan, who 
was shot to death on a street in 
Columbia after she had filed suit 
for divorce. He was tried in Calla- 
way on a change of venue.

President’s Remaking of Supreme Court 


Projects His Influence Far Into the Fu- 
ture—Douglas at Head of List for Cur- 


WASHINGTON, March 15. 
HOM will the President choose 
to succeed the retired veteran, 
Louis D. Brandeis, on the Su- 

preme Court? 

The latest theory, based on the 
President’s remark at a press con- 
ference that the appointment would 
be a “surprise,” is that he intends 
to name Florence E. Allen of Ohio, 
Judge of the United States Court 
of Appeals of the Sixth Judicial 
Circuit. The assumption back of 
this is rather thin, inasmuch as the 
President went on to gay that the 
“surprise” would be in line with 
his practice in making public the 
names of his Supreme Court ap- 
pointees. He meant, most of his 
hearers thought, that he would re- 
veal his decision otherwise than 
through a press conference. 

This is not to say that Judge Al- 
len may not be named. Her excel- 
lent record as a jurist and the 
President's fondness for coing tie 
unusual and the spectacular com- 
bine to make her a possibility. As 
Mr. Roosevelt gave the Cabinet its 
first woman member, so he may 
break precedent by putting a wom- 
an on the Supreme bench. 

A far likelier nominee, however, 
appears to be the young and vig- 
orous chairman of the Securities 
and Exchange Commission, William 
O. Douglas. In the opinion of New 
Dealers who ought to know, Doug- 
las is at the top of the list in the 
President’s mind. Also believed to 
be under favorable consideration 
are Dean Wiley B. Rutledge of the 
Iowa University Law School, and 
Lewis B. Schwellenbach of Wash- 
ington, one of the 100 per cent New 
Dealers in he Senate. Douglas at 
this writing has the call. If for 
any reason—as, for example, the 
high value set on his services as 
SEC chairman—he is passed over, 
it will be with the idea of putting 
him on the court if and when an- 
other opportunity should arise. 
The shortness of the time remain- 
ing to Mr. Roosevelt as President 
is weighing heavily in#favor of the 
present appointment of Douglas. 
Though there are three men on the 
court well beyond the age of 70— 
Hughes, 77; McReynolds, 77, and 
Butler, 73—it is by no means cer- 
tain that Mr. Roosevelt will have 


another place to fill, The time to 
appoint another strong man of lib- 
eral views, Mr. Roosevelt is being 
told, is now. Douglas, say his sup- 
porters, is that man, and they stress 
the fact—important because of the 
demand for a Westerner on the 
bench—that although he came to 
the capital from a law professor- 
ship at Yale, he was born in Min- 
nesota and got an A. B. degree in 
the State of Washington. 

The coming appointment is re- 
garded by the administration as a 
profoundly important one, and it is. 
With it, there will be four Roose- 
velt Judges on the court. These 
four—Black, Reed, Frankfurter and 
the Judge to be named—will give 
the court, with Stone, a rock-ribbed 
liberal majority that in all human 
probability will endure for many 
years to come. 

Stone is 66, a young man as ages 
on the court go; Black is 53, Reed 
54, Frankfurter 56. Douglas is 40. 
No matter how Roberts—accounted 
more of a middle-of-the-roader in 
economic philosophy—may decide, 
no matter what the decisions or the 
successors of the older men on 
the court, the five young men com- 
prising a group of known and tested 
liberals will fix the tone and 
tempo of the court. 

That is a thought worth ponder- 
ing. It may well be that the most 
enduring achievement of the 
Roosevelt administration will be 
the remaking of the Supreme Court. 
How lasting is the power that goes 
with the naming of Supreme Court 
Judges may be seen from the single 
example of McReynolds: he gocs 
back to the first administration of 
Woodrow Wilson. 

For good or ill, the progessive 
concept of constitutional interpreta- 
tion has been projected into the in- 
calculable future. It isja satisfy- 
ing thought that this has come 
about in the normal course of 
events and not through the packing 
scheme that the President urged. 

For good or ill? It may be for 
immense good. It may be that the 
Supreme Court, abused at one time 
by the New Dealers as standing in 
the way of progress, will be found 
some day holding the line against 
reaction. 


15,000-ACRE FIRE 
CAUSES DRiZZLE IN 
FLORIDA MUCKLAND 


Ascending Current of Hot Air 
Expands, Resulting in Con- 
densation of Vapor. 


FORT LAUDERDALE, Fia., 
March 15 (AP).—A fire so huge 
that it generated rain slowly ate 
into nearly 15,000 acres of soil in 
the everglades west of here today. 
The smoke pall over the area Ob- 
scured the sun and delayed air 
traffic between Miami and _ the 
north. Acres of sawgrass, baked 
by the heat, caused the flames to 
spread rapidly. 
A column of intense smoke, Iis- 
ing a mile, covered the area north 
and west of the burning muck- 
lands. From the smoke a slow 
drizzle of muddy rain fell. 

Ernest Carson, meteorologist, said 
blazes of such extent and intensity 
are rare, but when they occur they 
frequently generate rain. The heat 
causes a large column of air to as- 
cend, expanding as it rises. The ex- 
pansion causes condensation of 
water vapor. 

A drouth has lowered seriously 
the water level in the everglades, 
making fires difficult to combat.

JAPAN WARNS RUSSIA. 


ON FISHING RIGHTS 


May ‘Act in Self-Defense’ — 
Continues Negotiations, Pre- 
pares for Warship Convoy. 


TOKYO, March 15 (AP).—The 
Japanese Foreign Office disclosed 
today that Soviet Russia had been 
warned Japan might “act in self 
defense” to maintain bitterly con- 
tested fishing rights off the coast 
of Eastern Siberia. A statement 
said Russia must bear “full respon- 
sibility’ for whatever might re- 


sult. 

The warning was given Maxim 
Litvinov, Soviet Commissar of For- 
eign Affairs, by Japanese Ambas- 
sador Shigenori Togo, the Japan- 
ese Foreign Office spokesman de- 


clared., 
Long, troubled negotiations have 


failed to bring a renewal of fish- 
ing rights Japan seeks from the 
Soviet Union. 

The Japanese spokesman said 
Russia had refused a request for 
postponement of auctions of fish- 
eries beds, scheduled to be held 
today in Viadivostok, an annual 
sale during which Japanese usual- 
ly obtain control of certain fish- 
ing areas. 

A Foreign Office spokesman said 
Togo was instructed to continue 
the discussions whether or not the 
auction was held. 

It was learned the navy was pre- 
pared to give 20,000 Japanese fish- 
ermen a convoy to fishing grounds 
off Siberia and it was reported 
some naval vessels already had 
moved to Korean hases in anticipa- 
tion of possible Soviet efferts to 
block the fishing fleet. 

The possibility of a major clash 
was discussed freely in Tokyo, al- 
though there was hope for an elev- 
enth hour settlement. Agreements 
have been reached several times in 
the past when open breaks seemed 
imminent.

FRANCO PREPARED 
FOR SWIFT DRIVE 
AGAINST MADRID 


Armies Are in Position to 
Strike While Republicans 
Delay Carrying Out Sur- 
render Plans. 


HENDAYE, France, March 15 
(AP).—Francisco Franco, the Span- 
ish Nationalist generalissimo, was 


reported today to have virtually 
completed plans for a swift offen- 
sive not to be halted until all Spain 
is his either by conquest or Re- 
publican surrender. 

Advices reaching the border said 
Franco’s massed army corps along 
the Madrid-Valencia front were in 
position to strike and that peace 
overtures in Madrid had caused no 
let-up in preparations for the drive. 

Delay of the National Defense 
Council in Madrid in carrying out 
frequently reported plans for sur- 
render led to a Nationalist belief 
that Gen. Jose Miaja, head of the 
Council, was seeking terms short 
of the unconditional capitulation 
Franco has demanded. 

Gen. Segismundo Casado, Miaja’s 
defense minister, said last night 
that the Council’s only desire was 
to “obtain a stable, worthy ané fer- 
tile peace.” 

Official reports from the Repub- 
lican capital, center of resistance 
in the last one-fourth of continen- 
tal Spain in Republican hands, said, 
“at the front and behind the lines 
tranquillity is complete.” 

Strenuous efforts were being 
made to revive Madrid’s normal life 
under Nationalist siege. All shop- 
keepers were ordered to reopen 
their stores. 

Many merchants were believed to 
have closed their shops to avoid 
accepting Republican pesetas which 
would be virtually worthless on 
Nationalist occupation of Madrid. 

Fifteen persons were killed and 
30 injured when five tri-motored 
Nationalist war planes raided the 
Valencia suburbs of Patraix and 
Mislata and the village of Chiri- 
vella yesterday. Shortly afterward, 
another group of five planes raided 
the Valencia port, causing some 
damage but no casualties. 

The Nationalist destroyer Velasco, 
accompanied by the merchantman 
\Mar Negro, captured 210 men com- 
prising the crews of 10 fishing boats 
who were at work off the Valencia 
coast. The men were put aboard 
the Mar Negro. The news was car- 
ried to Valencia by another fishing 
boat, which escaped. 


ITALY NOTIFIES FOREIGN JEWS 
THEY MUST GET OUT SOON 


About 6000, Mostly from Germany, 
in Country; a Few Exceptions 
to Be Made. 

ROME, March 15 (AP).—Foreign 
Jews, with few exceptions, were ad- 
vised officially today that they 
would have to leave Italy soon. 

The legal limit for their stay, de- 
creed last fall, expired Sunday, 
when it was thought those who 
could prove that they were trying 
to get foreign immigration permits 
would be unmolested for an indefi- 
nite time. About 2000 foreign Jews 
left after announcement of the de- 
cree. It is estimated that about 
6000, mostly from Greater Germany, 
remain. 

A communique today indicated 
that the Italian Government intends 
to follow up the expulsion edict 
against Jews who have entered 
Italy since 1919. A few exceptions 
will be made because of age or ill- 
ness, it was said. 


U. $. INCOME TAX EXEMPTION 
FOR STATE EMPLOYES IN 1938 


But This Does Not Apply to Those 
Who Heretofore Have Paid 
Such a Federal Levy. 
WASHINGTON, March 14 (AP). 
—The Treasury has promised State 
and local governmental employes 
who have not heretofore paid Fed- 
eral income taxes that they will 
not be asked to pay for 1938 and 

previous years. 

A Treasury statement said yes- 
terday that since a bill is pending 
in Congress to forgive prior years 
no effort will be made to collect 
for 1938 in the case of governmen- 
tal employes who might be tax- 
able under the dicision of the Su- 
preme Court last year that em- 
ployes of the Port of New York 
Authority must pay Federal in- 
come taxes.

A Reply to the Bar Loans Committee. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

UITE evidently the letter of Thomas 

B. Curtis in the Post-Dispatch, at- 
tempting to defend the smali-loans bill, 
shows that the lobbyist is being pricked 
by the Post-Dispatch editorials and 
cartoons. Otherwise, why would he and 
his cohorts, after having successfully 
gealed the mouths of all the papers 
in Missouri, excepting the Post-Dispatch, 
and having “convinced” 123 legislators 
and 27 Senators, find it necessary to de- 
fend the pernicious legislation raising the 
rate of interest on the poor and needy to 

per cent per annum? 

Certainly Mr. Curtis has in his posses- 

copies of the sworn-to statements of 
these high-rate legalized companies filed 
' With the Securities and Exchange Com- 
mission at Washington, showing the mil- 
lions these companies have made at the 
existing high rates. Certainly, after hav- 
made an “exhaustive” investigation 
gince 1935, he and his co-workers know 
that these same companies did not han- 
die the $10 and $15 accounts when the 
rate was 42 per cent (1927-28, and eight 
months of 1929). Most certainly they 
knew that e officers of these com- 
panies were paid salaries by at least two 
of those companies that exceeded the 
salary of the President of the United 
States. 

Certainly they know that the most 
prominent attorneys, directors and offi- 
cers of the larger chain-loan companies 
were the members of the “personal fi- 
nance committee” of the American Bar 
Association, and that one of these at- 
torneys, and his law firm, was paid the 
handsome fortune in 1937 of $264,500 for 
“legal” services, and an almost identical 
amount in 1936 and 1938, listed in its 
report as for “its services and the service 
of others employed by it.” 

. 


They most assuredly also know that 
nine directors and officers of this one 
company alone were paid in 1937 the 
huge sum of $480,408.36. They surely 
must have known that one of the “baby” 
companies increased its assets from $5,- 
513,932 in 1936 to $12,576,935 in 1938, and 
the same company’s net income jumped 
from $387,408 in 1936 to $820,705 in 1938, 
and advertisements in the Post-Dispatch 
shows that its business is so unprofit- 
able in St. Louis that it found it neces- 
gary to open two new offices in the last 
90 days, making a total of six in St. 
Louis at this date. 

Mr. Curtis says: “When the Legisla- 
ture met in January, no member of the 
House was pledged to support the bill.” 
Does he or his associates know any- 
thing about those who traveled over Mis- 
souri prior to the election in 19387 

His letter says that the “loan sharks” 
conducted a lobby against the bill in the 
Legislature by making and using reprints 
of the Post-Dispatch editorials. What a 
crime! Those people whom Mr. Curtis 
gees fit to call loan sharks, and whom 
these self-proclaimed lobbyists say were 
making $3,000,000 a year, never saw fit 
to send even one man to Jefferson City 
in an effort to protect that million-dol- 
lar-a-year industry. 

That does not make sense. Here is a 
huge industry, making millions annually, 
that did not think enough of Curtis and 
his co-workers’ bill to do anything more 
than merely use and reprint editorials of 
the Post-Dispatch.

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AFTERMATH OF MUNICH. 

Now that the disintegration of Czecho-Slovakia is 
complete, with occupation of Bohemia and Mora- 
via by German troops, it is illuminating to recall the 
hopes held out for that nation’s future by the leaders 
who at Munich became the architects of its fate. 

To accuse the conferees of having betrayed the 
Czech Republic, Prime Minister Chamberlain told the 
House of Commons on Oct. 6, was “simply prepos- 
terous.” He went on: 

All we did was to save her from annihilation, 
to give her a chance of a new life as a new state, 
even though it involved the loss of territory and 
fortifications. Perhaps she may be able to de- 
velop a national existence in a neutrality and 
security comparable to that which we see in 
Switzerland today. 

Premier Daladier was even more optimistic and 
reassuring. “The Czecho-Slovak Republic,” he de- 
clared to his Chamber of Deputies, “can continue its 
free life, and we will aid it.” He held out specific 
hope to the mutilated nation: 

We have brought to the Czecho-Slovak state 
assurances of international guarantees. France 
and Great Britain engaged themselves without 
reserve or delay to associate themselves with 
an international guarantee of the new frontiers 
of the Czecho-Slovak state against all unprovoked 
aggression. 

So, less than six months later, what happened? 


Prague took steps to quell the Nazi-instigated Slovak 
move for independence when it asserted itself last 
week. But as soon as Hitler declared himself “pro- 
tector” of the Slovaks, Prague realized its helpless- 
ness and gave up at once, even to the extent of 
inviting Hitler to march in. 

Seemingly, Czech officials did not even take the 
trouble to telephone their well-wishers and guaran- 
tors in London and Paris. Chamberlain finds Britain 
under no obligation to act, and the French concur. 
British officials split a hair and find the guarantee 
not yet in effect because the Czech-German frontiers 
had not been definitely fixed. 

Another document of the immediate past is perti- 
nent again today: Eduard Benes’ address of Oct. 5, 
on leaving his post as President. He bade his coun- 
trymen cherish the “kernel of the fatherland” re- 
maining to them. He gave warning: “Think of the 
dangers threatening the Czechs and the Slovaks if 
we fail to stand together. Forget quarrels and sweep 
aside the small interests of the day. Join efforts for 
common work for the fatherland and the state.” 

The glitter of Nazi independence propaganda blind- 
ed the Slovak leaders. They forgot Benes’ warning, 
and voted themselves the status of a puppet Nazi 
state. And Benes’ successor, Hacha, who was chosen 
because of his pro-Nazi leanings, hastened to fling 
the ancient fatherland at Hitler’s feet. 

Munich’s stimulus to Nazi expansion into Central 
Europe, the Near East and the route to Asia is ac- 
celerated. Slovakia projects close to the Ukraine, 
goal of Hitler’s ambitions. He is on record before 
the world, in “Mein Kampf,” wherein he wrote: 
“If we talk about new soil and territory in Europe 
today, we can think primarily only of Russia and 
its vassal border states.” At Nuremberg in 1936, he 
said: “If we had the Urals, if we possessed the 
Ukraine, National Socialist Germany would be swim- 
ming in surplus prosperity.” For months, reports 
have circulated of Nazi agents busily cooking up a 
Ukrainian “independence” movement. 

What is the significance of the latest coup to the 
rest of the world? For one thing, it underscores 
Winston Churchill’s words after Munich: “We are 
in the presence of a disaster of the first magnitude 
that has befallen Great Britain and France.” It 
validates his prophecy, that all the countries of the 
Danube Valley would be swept into the Nazi orbit, 
“quite smoothly and easily without firing a single 
shot.” It means an accession «in power for Nazi 
dictatorship, and a proportional weakening of the 
European democracies’ ability to resist if an hour of 
settlement arrives. 

For the United States, it bolsters the need for 
building adequate national defense. And, of even 
greater immediate significance, it highlights the 
necessity for repeal of the Neutrality Act. As that 
law stands today, it confines this country in a 
strait jacket, powerless to aid friendly Powers by 
such legitimate means as selling them arms and 
munitions should they engage in a life-and-death 
struggle with Fascism. Defeat of Britain and France 
would bring the menace of ruthless militarism closer 
to our shores. It would be the height of folly for 
America to remain shackled by this law when its 
repeal would be an unmistakable and restraining 
note of warning to the world’s aggressors.

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A FRONT-PAGE SCIENTIST. 

Prof. Albert Einstein quietly observed his sixtieth 
birthday anniversary Monday with a front-page an- 
nouncement that he had “solved the riddle of gravi- 
tation.” Most of us, we imagine, took the statement 
in stride, but as we read on, frequently retracing our 
steps and going over a paragraph for the second or 
third time, the full import at last dawned on us. If 
Prof. Einstein is not mistaken, and if we understand 
what he says, then the cosmos might as well break 
down and confess all. For once let gravitation be de- 
ported to a nudist colony, so to speak, then the 
secrets of the ages will be on everyone's tongue. 

For a long time, as students of history are well 
aware, the world refused to let gravitation cramp 
its style. It went along on the theory that whatever 
goes up comes down, and found it a pretty satisfac- 
tory hypothesis. Then came that languorous Sep- 
tember afternoon when little Isaac Newton saw an 
apple fall. Later a poet horned in to remark that 
“God said, “Let Newton be,’ and all,was light,” but the 
fact is life continued to be the same old teeterboard 
of ups and downs. 

Sir Isaac, as everyone knows, translated that affair

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RADIO VS. THE PRESS. 

Many debates, both in journalistic circles and out, 
are waged on the subject of radio versus newspapers. 
Many observers feel that broadcasting of news bulle- 
tins undermines the circulation as well as the in- 
fluence of the press. Others assert that the printed 
word will remain the major public stand-by, even 
among regular radio listeners. 

An interesting light is thrown on the question by 
comparative figures just compiled by the circulation 
department of this newspaper. A new Pope was 
elected in 1922, another in 1939. News of both elec- 
tions came in mid-morning. In 1922, there was no 
trans-Atlantic radio coverage; this year, broadcasts 
described the event in great detail. Yet the 1922 
papal election sold only 1000 additional copies, while 
this year the extra sale was estimated at from 4000 
to 5000 copies. 

Analysis of this seeming paradox should go far 
toward settling the debate. Is it not probable that 
the radio reports, both before and after the event, 
served to whet public interest in the color and back- 
ground of the election, and to create a desire for the 
more extended accounts and comment published in 
the press? The 1922 election, to. be sure, had no 
such link with temporal affairs as was created 
this year by the Fascists’ interest in the balloting. 
It may safely be concluded, nevertheless, that radio 
is enlarging the audience interested in news devel- 
opments, and that many in that audience seek in the 
newspapers amplification and discussion of what they 
hear in the broadcasts.

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A STRANGE PROCEEDING. 

In a strange proceeding before the St. Louis 
County Board of Equalization, the tax valuation of 
the St. Louis County Gas Co. was fixed at the same 
amount as last year, plus $6010, or $1,433,510. County 
Assessor Neaf placed the valuation at $2,850,160. 

The proceeding was strange because the board held 
no meeting to consider the evidence presented last 
Friday by Mr. Neaf. When yesterday’s meeting con- 
vened, everything was cut and dried. County Judge 
Rott produced neatly typewritten motions for the 
microscopic increase. His colleagues, Judges Cor- 
neli and Mueller, over the vigorous protest of Mr. 
Neaf, voted approval. 

The proceeding was strange becatise the board re- 
fused to grant Mr. Neaf’s demands that an examina- 
tion of the company’s records be made _ to support 
his assertion that only a small part of the value of 
mains and equipment had been reported by the com- 
pany. 

The proceeding was strange because, when Mr. 
Neaf left the meeting to go to his office for the 
company’s original return, that he might buttress his 
charges, the board adjourned and Mr. Neaf returned 
to find the courtroom empty. 

The proceeding was strange because Mr. Neaf 
made the serious charge that the company had made 
a fraudulent return and the board ignored it. If 
Mr. Neaf’s charge is true, it becomes mandatory for 
the board to treble the company’s valuation. 

“There is no question,” says Mr. Neaf, “but that 
there is something screwy about the whole business.” 

Mr. Neaf echoes a long-held suspicion of the com- 
munity that a company which reports its own valua- 
tion for rate-making purposes at $8,086,000—that is, 
the amount on which consumers’ rates are based— 
should pay taxes on a valuation of more than 
$1,433,510. ' 

The board’s cavalier treatment of Mr. Neaf does 
nothing to allay that suspicion.

Rigors of Betting on the Races 


British track follower won a half-million pounds in 20 years, but his record by no 
means makes such a career alluring, writer says; he slaved 14 hours a day over 
his forms, and worked harder than a business man of similar income; gambler’s 
life is not an easy one, but makes that of a manual laborer look like lazy leisure.

T is to be hoped that the obituaries of 
| Fredericx Parker will not lead to an in- 

crease of betting in England. It must 
be difficult, however, for young and inno- 
cent people not to feel optimistic about their 
chances of making a fortune on the turf 
when they read of Parker’s having won 
£500,000 by betting in 20-years. 

To the young and innocent, the success- 
ful betting man’s gains seem money for 
nothing. To them he is one of the world’s 
idlers, who has most enviably evaded Adam's 
curse and has yet piled up a banking ac- 
count that the majority of the world’s work- 
ers would envy. They should be told that 
this is a misleading view of the betting 
man’s character and career. Far from be- 
ing a drone and a parasite on the com- 
munity, he is a model of industry and self- 
help. 

Fred Parker did not bet for fun. He knew 
nothing of the lofty rapture of backing a 
33-to-1 winner merely because of its name 
or because it was number 13 on the race- 
card. “He was no gambler,” his ex-secre- 
tary declares. “His money went on as near 
a cert as a horse can be... . He always 
bet on the finest information. He used his 
head, kept cool and never blinked when he 
lost. He made betting a business.” 

There could scarcely be a more disillusion- 
ing account of a betting man’s life. Here 
is no gaiety such as we ordinary people as- 
sociate with Ascot and Derby day. Life for 
the betting man is a solemn business, and 
every penny won by him is earned in the 
sweat of his brow. 

“Betting,” said the ex-secretary, “kept us 
busy 14 hours a day sometimes. He’d have 
only four hours in bed, and spend the other 
six in festivity and good fellowship.” After 
14 hours’ work and only four hours’ sleep, 
few of us would have much energy left for 
festivity and good fellowship. 
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It is obvious that Mr. Parker’s career 
must be looked on, not as that of a frivolous 
pleasure-lover, but as that of an exceptional- 
ly hard-working financier. I am convinced, 
indeed, that most City men with incomes of 
about £15,000 a year do far less work for 
their money than did Mr. Parker. 

In pointing out that the betting man is a 
serious worker, I do not hold him up as an 
example to be followed. My purpose is 
rather to use him as a warning to all those 
with a desire for a lazy life who believe that 
money made by betting is easily earned. 

If you want an easy life, I would say to 
the young, either do not bet at all or bet 
only for fun. Today the majority of the 
men and women of England seem to have 
taken to betting on the football pools, and 
many of them seem to find it very hard 
work indeed. There is no Englishman who 
does not hate filling up an income-tax form, 
yet every week Englishmen, their wives, 
their sons and their daughters are filling up 
football forms that involve 20 times as much 
concentrated labor as any income-tax form 
that was ever devised. 

I can assure them from experience that 
there is no harder work than foretelling the 
future, It is easier, I am convinced, to write 
@ novel than to give a correct forecast of 
the first three horses in the Grand National. 
At least, more people seem to write novels 
than to be able to name the first three 
horses in the Grand National before the 


race. Turn where you will in the world of | 


betting and gambling, and you will find 
that it is a laborious life. 

The initiate gambler imagines that he has 
discovered an easy way of living, whereas 
all the time he has chosen a laborious ex- 
istence that even a worker in a speeded-up 
factory would not envy. Visitors have often 
written of the gloom of the faces round the 
tables at Monte Cario, and it is no wonder 
the faces look gloomy. If you or I were 
working one-tenth as hard as those unfor- 
tunate people, working out systems and 
making a pencilled note of every number 
that turns up, we, too, should look pretty 
gloomy, 

I myself happen to enjoy roulette and 
even the despised boule, but this is only be- 
cause I have never gone into a casino with 
the expectation of getting large sums of 
money for nothing. I have had dreams, like 
other people, but I have never had a system. 
I realized early that a system means work, 
and, if I wished for an easy life, I could 
make a living more easily in other ways. 
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It seems to me that the anti-gambling en- 
thusiasts should approach the subject of 
betting and gambling from this point of 
view and terrify the young by depicting the 
deadly ant-like slavery of the betting man 
and gambler’s life. They call betting a sin, 
which it surely is not. The way to scare 
the young is to call it hard labor. 

If I were writing a tract against betting, I 
should begin: “Do you want to work 14 
hours a day? Then become a betting man 
like Fred Parker. Do you want a compara- 
tively easy life with only eight hours’ work 
or so in the day, and a prospect of even 
less than that? Then take a job in a shop 
or office or factory.” I should point out, 
indeed, that work in an office is a form of 
leisure in comparison with the grinding life 
of the betting man, and ask them how they 
would like to have to leave their beds after 
four hours’ sleep, like Mr. Parker. 

The effect, I believe, would be tremendous. 
Every aspirant after a lazy life—and most 
betting men begin with aspirations after a 
lazy life—would shrink with terror from 
what he had been told before was only a 
sin. No one thereafter would dare to go 
in for betting except as an amusement. 
Taken seriously, everybody would see, it is 
far too like honest work, and honest work 
at its worst.

Books in the News 
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OULD Jefferson and Madison, were they 

alive today, consider democratic gov- 
ernment practicable for our present urban 
industrial civilization?

“Democracy Has Roots” (Carrick & Evans, 
Inc., New York), by M. L. Wilson, Under- 
secretary of Agriculture. 

The volume, as the author makes plain, is 
his only in a qualified sense, for it is @ 
synthesis of a series of lectures on prob 
lems of democratic government given at the 
Graduate School of the Department of Agri- 
culture in Washington. Among the speak- 
ers were Charles A. Beard, Thurman Arnold, 
James K. Pollock, Paul B. Sears and various 
other men qualified to speak on particular 
phases of the democratic process. 

The chapters dealing with the causes of 
the rise of the dictators and with their meth- 
ods, as contrasted with the democratic meth 
od, suow fine insight into the background 
and workings of present-day social and po 
litical forces. The American credo is inter- 
preted as a belief in the civil liberties, in 
the right of the individual to economic s&€ 
curity and a regard for fair play. 
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The framers of the Constitution, we are 
reminded, insulated each branch of the 
Government from popular control. But the 
people almost immediately gained control of 
the executive branch by making the elec 
toral college a mere formality. It was more 
than a century before they gained full con 
trol of the national legislature through the 
amendment for the direct election of Sem 
ators. As for the judiciary; the battle for 
popular control of this branch is pictured as 
being in process of accomplishment now. 

Despite Jefferson’s aspersions upon the 
capacity for self-government of an urban 
population, which is now the dominant type, 
and despite his distrust of the virtues even 
of farmers who were not freeholders, which 
now includes about half of our farmers, the 
conclusion is reached that there is 4 middle 
way in which, with earnest application, 
democracy can be made to work.

This middle way, although only vaguely 
indicated, is apparently conceived of as em 
bracing a good measure of economic plan 
ning, which the people are to be carefully 
educated to accept and administer, and ® 
certain measure also of what has Deen 
termed democratic collectivism. 

The weakness of the book lies in its fail 
ure to consider economic factors adequate 
ly. No one will question the statement that 
“democracy requires a discipline that ™ 
increasingly rigorous as economic condi- 
tions become more complex.” But does the 
author regard an indulgent paternalism 
which ladles out subsidies to vartous pres- 
sure groups as conducive to the rigor?

Qwit buy anything anywhere. It is 
the greatest single supply of uni- 
versal purchasing power in exist- 
ence, and at considerable expense 
to ourselves we have buried it care- 
fully and made it totally useless. 
This is an absurdity. If there is 
nothing produced anywhere in the 
world that we wish to buy with it, 
or with any substantial part of it, 
then the only sane thing to do is to 
lend it to someone who will buy 
something with it, and make a 
profit, and repay us with interest. 

' Aman who stuffs his savings in 
the mattress of his bed or buries 


it in the backyard is known not as 
a business man but as a miser. And 
a nation which buries its surplus 
savings, for that is just what this 
gold is, so that its savings earn 
nothing for the nation, is doing the 
same thing, however much the real- 
ity may be disguised by technica] 
words about gold reserves and 
what not, 
. . . 


Because the Brazilian agreement 
signifies our realization that the 
gold has some function beside that 
of being buried in Kentucky, it is 
an event which will have favorable 
effects all over the world. For it 
demonstrates that we have passed 
from preaching about the revival 
of trade to concrete measures which 
will in fact revive trade. 

We have started with Brazil be- 
cause we have such friendly rela- 
tions with Brazil that this was the 
best opportunity to enter upon a 
new and initially difficult under- 
taking. But now that Dr. Aranha 
and Mr. Hull have shown how the 
operation can be done, there is a 
practical precedent for extending 
it to other countries, The technical 
details of the agreement need not 
concern us here. The thing that 
matters is the fact that we have 
begun to use a little part of an 
inert and hitherto useless horde of 
gold as a loan to enable Brazil to 
reconstruct a normal financial sys- 
tem and to restore normal commer- 
cial practices. If any one can think 
of a better use for our gold than 
that, it would be interesting to 
know what it is.

This is the real value of the 
agreement, that it inaugurates a 
movement to revive world trade by 
normal methods rather than by the 
highly artificial methods which are 
now so widely practiced. It would 
be a gross misinterpretation of this 
agreement, therefore, to say that we 
are using our gold to wage economic 
war against Germany in South 
America. 

For this thing would be desirable 
and necessary if Germany were not 
in the grip of the Nazis. No doubt 
it will make Nazi trading methods 
less successful. No doubt it will 
make less effective Nazi political 
agitation in Brazil. But it will ac- 
complish these results by methods 
that are in themselves peaceable 
and constructive, by methods that 
a German like Dr. Schacht, for ex- 
ample, would have to regard as 
wholly legitimate and orthodox,

Lewis Vollmar, 14, Gets Letter

CIVIL LIBERTIES UNION HEAD 
URGES 3-YEAR RADIO LICENSES 


Says Present 6Month Rule Gives 
Commission Too Much Po- 
‘ tential Authority. 


WASHINGTON, March 15 (AP). 
—Roger N. Baldwin, director of the 
American Civil Liberties Union, 
urged the Federal Communications 
Commission today to license radio 
stations for three years, instead of 
six months, in order to remove 
what he called the “main restraints 
on freedom of the air.” 

Baldwin, testifying in the FCC’S 
investigation of chain broadcasting 
and possible monopoly in the radio 
industry, contended the present six- 
month rule gave the commission too 
much potential authority over sta- 
tions. 

He recommended the three-year 
licenses be revocable if a station 
“misbehaves,” but that the burden 
be put on the commission, instead 
of putting affirmative proof on the 
station.

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MERIT TEST RULING 
ON SCHOOL JANTORS 


Board Counsel Finds for Com- 
petitive Examinations, Also 
Against Tax on Some Property. 


Opinions holding that appoint- 
ment of public school janitors must 
be made from lists of persons qual- 
ified in competitive examinations 
and that property of the Board of 
Education not directly used for 
school purposes was not subject to 
taxation proposed by the city were 
reported to the board last night by 
its attorney, Emmet T. Carter. The 
board also awarded contracts ag- 
gregating $214,818 for erection of 
a new Waring School for Negroes. 
State law provides that competi- 
tive examinations may be held for 
janitors of the schools. An old 
board rule says that appointments 
shall be made from the lists of 
persons qualified in such tests, but 
examinations have not beet held 
for 13 years or more, through the 
administrations of three different 
Building Commissioners. While the 
turnover and expansion in the jan- 
itorial force is comparatively lim- 
ited, this has been one field of pat- 
ronage for board members. Carter’s 
opinion, in effect, requires estab- 
lishment of a merit system for 
these jobs. There is only about one 
vacancy on the force now. 

Realty Held by the Board. 

About $1,646,000 worth of real 
estate held by the board, either in 
reserve for future schoo] sites or 
as income property granted by the 
Federal Government many years 
ago, is involved in the city’s at- 
tempt to levy against the board. 
City and State taxes, excluding 
school taxes, would be more than 
$31,000 annually. The board’s office 
building, 911 Locust street, is in- 
cluded in the question, but in the 
case of other board property leased 
to private users the tenants must 
pay taxes. Carter’s opinion was 
contained in a letter to Attorney- 
General Roy McKittrick, who also 
has received a statement of the 
city’s views on the question under 
an agreement to submit the issue 
to him. 
Contracts for the Waring School, 
on a site facing Compton avenue 
and extending west to Leonard ave- 
nue, midway between Market strvet 
and Laclede avenue, were awarded 
by the board to low bidders for an 
aggregate of $214,818. The largest 
item is $159,900, for the general 
work, awarded to the L E. Mill- 
stone Construction Co. In addi- 
tion, the site will cost more than 
$80,000 when the last two small 
portions. are acquired. 

Mechanics and PWA Grant. 

The board accepted a report of 
its Building Committee, asserting, 
in reply to a request of the Urban 
League for employment of some 
Negro mechanics in erection of the 
new Banneker (Negro) School, 
that the board lacked jurisdiction 
in the matter, the work being done 
by contract under PWA regula- 
tions. 
Max G. Baron, board member, 
reported that he had succeeded re- 
cently in having the PWA rein- 
state a $150,000 grant for the pro- 
posed new Clinton-Peabody School. 
Supply Commissioner James J. Lee 
reported that supplies needed for 
the next fiscal year were estimated 
to cost $728,550. He was authorized 
to obtain bids. In a third opinion, 
Attorney Carter held that the Beau- 
mont High Sshool Mothers’ Club 
could not, under a board rule, buy 
refreshments from the school lunch 
rooms for resale at a profit.

VATICAN CITY, March 15 (AP). 
—Pope Pius XII today named Fed- 
erico Cardinal Tedeschini as arch- 
priest of St. Peter’s — a position 
which the Pope himself held before 

his elevation. 

The newly crowned Pope made a 
series of appointments to high 
church offices for the administra- 
tion of church affairs under his 
pontificate. Francesco Cardinal 
Marmaggi was appointed prefect of 
the congregation of the council, 
succeeding Luigi Cardinal Maglione, 
who was named papal secretary of 
state last week.

Psychologist Says Systems Are 
So Out of Equilibrium They 
Must Abstain. 


Disorganization and delusion in 
the society, not the individual, were 
responsible for the wave of suicides 
in Austria following Anschluss, Dr. 
Hyman Meltzer of the Psycholog- 
ical Service Center said last night 
in his lecture of a current series at 
the Y. M. H. A.-Y. W. H. A. 

To the question, “Is life worth liv- 
ing?” Dr. Meltzer remarked, a psy- 
chologist must reply: “Whose life? 
Where is he living? What is he 
doing? 
the problem?” 

“People need people to live with, 
purposes to live for, settings in 
which it is possible to live with a 
feeling of emotional “acceptability,” 
he commented. “In static societies, 
this factor of emotional acceptabili- 
ty of self in line with social accept- 
ability is relatively easily predict- 
able. In dynamic societies, in which 
things take place rather rapidly, 
such facts are not so easily predict- 


Citing cases from personal expe- 
rience, Dr. Meltzer said that some 
form of emotional immaturity pre- 
vailed in most of them, and that 
sometimes it arose from a lack of 
ability to tolerate a normal human 
lot of frustrations. 

Frustration Tolerance. 

“Frustration toleran to a de- 
gree is necessary in life as it is,” 
he warned. “Education for such 
tolerance, not in terms of paining a 
child so that &e will learn how 
to suffer in life, but rather in 
terms of teaching him to take life 
as it comes and profit by experi- 
ence, is fundamental in personality 
training.” 

Suicide is not a problem for 
sweeping formulas, but “complicat- 
ed as personality itself,” he said; 
“And the implication of a study of 
suicide is the same as that of a 
study of any other phase of human 
difficulty; namely, the need for 
education for mental health in

‘A RUBBER STAMP’, 


Republican Opponent for Al- 
dermanic Head Recalls Demo- 
crat’s Pledge in 1935. 


An attack on William L. Mason, 
Democratic nominee for re-election 


to the presidency of the Board of 
Aldermen, as a “rubber stamp” for 


Mayor Dickmann was made last 
night by Clifford Greve Jr., Repub- 
lican nominee for the office, ad- 
dressing a Republican rally at the 
Women’s Exposition at the Colise- 


um. 
Greve declared that Mason had 


promised, when elected in 1935, not 
to be a rubber stamp for the Mayor 
or anyone else, but that in announc- 


ing his candidacy for re-election 
Mason pledged himself to carry out 
Dickmann’s policies and “accepted 
the Mayor's leadership without res- 
ervation.” 

What happened in the last four 
years, Greve inquired, to make Ma- 
gon change his position? In this 
connection Greve mentioned the ad- 
ministration’s agreement to waive 
most of a gas rate decrease ordered 
by the State Public Service Commis- 
gion; the defeat of Thomas L. An- 
derson, Max G. Baron and Frank 
B. Coleman for renomination as 
Circuit Judges, and the profitable 
transactions in real estate of closed 
banks by the real estate company 
ne i by Dickmann. 

“Greve pledged himself, if elected, 
to “summarily clean out” excess 
city employe? and to see that the 
city performed its full share of 
duty to persons on relief. 

Program Maker Speaks. 

Another speaker at the rally was 
Dr. Earl de Long, professor of po- 
litical science at Northwestern Uni- 
versity, Evanston, Ill., and a mem- 
ber of the Republican National Pro- 
gram Committee. He said the party 
was approaching the 1940 national 
campaign with high hopes and with 
@ political situation justifying the 
hopes, but warned against attack- 
ing those accomplishments of the 
Democratic administration which 
were beneficial. It would be futile, 
he added, to rest the Republican 
appeal on the party's past record. 

The outcome of the next presi- 
dential contest, the speaker assert- 
ed, may depend on the coming 
mayoral election in Chicago, but he 
criticised the method of some lead- 
ers of the Chicago Republican cam- 
paign, who attacked the New Deal 
instead of devoting themselves to 
local issues. 

Warns Against Complacence. 

“Those Republicans, said Dr. 
de Long, “who assume that the new 
reversal of the New Deal policy 
will operate inexorably and auto- 
matically to drive the American 
people into the Republican fold 
are deluding themselves and en- 
dangering the nation. Such com- 
placency, if it dominates the coun- 
cils of the Republican party, can 
result only in another default to 
its rivals in 1940, 

“The continued existence of this 
attitude in stations of influence in 
the Republican party throws into 
relief a problem of leadership and 
approach which is vital to the fu- 
ture of the party and the country. 
It is most encouraging, therefore, 
to note the rise of a new, fresh Re- 
publican leadership. It is a lead- 
ership which is decidedly uncom- 
placent, which is intelligent, astute, 
forceful and, above all, discrimin- 
ating in its analysis of our nation- 
al problems. It is aware that in 
the future the American people will 
thank the New Deal for shocking 
the nation into a social conscious- 
ness which it did not have before 
and which it sadly needed.”

View on Profits Tax. 
The President disclosed that he 


no longer looked upon the un- 
distributed profits tax as a means 
to get money into circulation, as 
was first advocated by the late Her- 
man Oliphant, Treasury general 


counsel, but as a revenue producer. 


This tax, like many others, auto- 


matically expires Dec. 31, this year,
